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1. Colonel Ponchardier in Jarmary 1949 stated that according to inferration he 
_ had recoived he had pained the impression that the Service d'!Ordre would be 
disbanded in June or July of 1949. Re stated further that plans for de— 
mobilization were to be made irmediately, althou~h auch plans mirht not be 
carried out until 1950. : 


2- In December 1948, Ponchardier instructed the Service d'Ordre units: to be 
"prudent in their activities". Traffic in arns, transport of arns > MiLit- 
ary instruction within official croups (e.7. pre-military instruction 
centors) is prohibited. ‘Intellirence activities within the Servica d'0rdre 
was also discontinued. (Ponchardier added that a few complotely dependable 
reseaux would be retained as well aa a few well-placed and reliable a-ente 
who had provided the Servico d'Ordre with first-class informtion.) In 
conclusion, Ponchardier stated that the orpanisation mat to all appearances 
be complotely “above—board". 


3- Colonel Carre is believed to be in charve of coordination beteoen the Paria 
Tecion Service d'Ordre and the Uational headquarters where Laboureau is 
Sscretary of the orranization. ; : 
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4o An auxiliary croup, similar to the Service d'Ordre, called tha Service 
d'Ordre d'Appui (SOA) was oreated in the Paris Rerion in November 1948 
This proup is composed of elomenta- formerly held in reserve ani has 
absorbed soma of the elements formerly in the Detachementa Anti-Comrunistes 
(DAC). Mventually tho SOA will be completely incorporated into the SO, 
accordinr to Ponchardior. 
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Dabarpe, chief of the Information Service for the Paris Rerinn 50, win Deen 
appointed to act ag liaison between the SO and the SOA. 

Ponchardier has instructed Commandant Thamys to drop thoae elemnts os the 
DAC not absorbed by the SOA. 


A "Brigades Centreloa" imown as the "Brigade Louis" is made up of about 600 
men, none of whom are given 4 RPP identification sari and all of whom are 
completely armed. The members of the bricade are black marketeers, "tings",

Colonel Ponehardier is forming what he ollie a “Ponchardier team" hose 
mission will be to maintain the "Ponchardier spirit" within tho SO. ‘‘enbe 
of this team with their immediate assigments, as stated by Ponehsrdier, are 
as follows:

Lt. Pierre Demora - (Director of Administrative Services of Paris lwcion SO) 


| STnstructed to watch Padovani, Aesistant Chief of the haminiatrattve 
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Services. Ponchardier stated that Padovani is epotistic, anbitious and 
opportunistic. Ponechardier stated that Padovani should be kept at an 
administrative level and should not be allowed to interfere in matters dealing 
with eector or command assignments. 


Li. Andxe VanneaJouves - (Deputy Director Cenerel SO in the Soine-et~lise ~ 
Tnstructed to wateh Captain Alex Prat who recently finished courses at the 


“politicians”. Ponchardier does not mnt Prat to «se the 30 of the Seine-at— 
Oise to realize his own ambitions. 


It. Pierre Collet - (Director Gsneral of the SO for the city of Paris) - 
Instructed to "guide and protect" Lt. Maurice Guillaudot (Director Goneral 
of the SO of the Seino Department, excluding Paris). 


Tt. Jean lamoure - (Director of Financos, Personnel ani Transportation ~ 
Paris Nerion SO headquarters) - no assignment made. 


Inspector Pistolle ~ (Director of "Discipline") — no assignment made. 


The followin? proup attached to RIF headquarters favors violent means to 
brine de Gaulle to power: Colonel Ponchardier (and staff) of the SX of the 
Paris Regions Ibert and Chajaulot, Folitical Responsables of the Seine-ot- 
Oise; Louis Vallon, Political delepate of the Paris regions Andre alraux, 
4n charee of propaganda.
